“ Ifyou have not heard of thie fate of tho Bulmer, you will bea 
little surprised to hear from me at thie place. LI am, as also all the 
other passengers, residiog at the Governor's hoose, who is constant 
together with hie family ia paying ae every possible alteatios. To 
give yoo come idea of what we expected to be ow: fate, we sufler- 
ed severe hurricase on the Sist December, in which we were 
speedily redaced to a deplorable state of feet water in 
the hold boat washed away, ac alco all the epars—-a perfectiy 
clear deck fore and aft—only the maia and foremasta with the fore 
top mast remaiviog—overy sail, alihoagh furied, blown away, and 
the yarde all lost except the fore aad lore too sail yards—the miges 
mast cut away—two moa washed overboard, of whom one was for- 
tonately saved. by being catangied ia part of the wreck aad wash. 
ed alongside agais.

When a Coart Martial Gads a Priconer guilty of the whole or 
part of the charges preferred agaist bim, ie it euder aay obliga. 
tion to follow op ite findiog by awarding some punishment, or may 
it decline 20 doing?

; aodas the latter two appear to have givon rise to no ob- 
servation on the part of the confirmiog aatbority, they musi be al. 
lowed their fall weight ia the argument. 


It ie laid dowa as a maxim by Sir Charlee Gould, that when a 
prisoner is found guilty of even the slightest breach of an article of 
War, some pusishmeat mast be assigaed though the Coart may re- 
commend him.wo the Royal mercy. Ao iastance of thie occurred 
ata Coart Martial holden at Portemoath, ia November 1781, whea 
Joba Ashworth, of the 101s: Regiment having been found guilty of 
& trifling disobedience of orders, the Court, ia consequence of hie 
former services, woonds, and good character, as of hie long 
coahacment io loathsome and holes, deelined ad- 
jedgivg bim any foriber determination was very. 
oe animadverted oo ia the Orders of the Garrison (November 
the 1781.) “ Hie Majesty bas been picased to pardon the act 
of disobedience of which Joho Ashworth. of Captain Jackson's Com.
